The total amount of state aid received for the year 
was $1,556.12, divided as follows: High school tuition re- 
bate, $34.00, and amount furnished from equalization 
account, $1,556.12. 

Your superintendent cannot fail publicly to express 
his great pleasure resulting from the opportunity given 
him to serve in Lempster, where since the first day of his 
coming he has never failed to find courtesy and cordiality 
mixed with excellent counsel. 

Diligent search would be needed to find schools more 
actively engaged in real training for living than exist in 
Lempster, or teachers, more anxious to hold fast to that 
which is good and to add to it such methods as are ex- 
pedient for these high speed days.

During the month of May I visited the different schools 
of the town with the following results: 

I found 7 perfect out of 48; 28 with bad teeth; 15 en- 
larged tonsils; 6 with adenoids; 1 malnutrition; 1 goitre 
and 11 unvaccinated. 

Since having made the examination and the parents 
notified, most of the children have been vaccinated (law), 
a few teeth extracted and just two children have had 
their eyes looked after. 

I hope that before another year that we can make a 
better report which, however, we may not be able to do 
unless the parents will cooperate and do their part. There 
is no reason why 90_per cent should not pass a perfect ex- 
amination.
